PETKOLEUiU AS FUEL. 

Its Successful Use by Hie Ccn- 
trul Pacific Railroad— The 
Piedmont. 

The Piedmont, the largest ferry 
steamer of the Central Pacific, running 
between San Francisco and Oakland, 
and which hna been laid up pending 
the making of the necessary additions 
to permit of the use of petroleum in- 
stead of coal as a fuel, resumed her 
trips yesterday. The change was a most 
satisfactory one. The supply of oil is 
regulated by two stop cocks, and where- 
as, under the old system, two shifts of 
nine coalheavers each wen; required, 
but four men, two on each shift, are 
now employed. 

The successful experiments with 
petroleum us a substitute for steam 
coals, will, it is stated be followed by 
its application to the locomotives of 
their express trains. 

La Nature in an article upon the 
subject of petroleum, and its applica- 
tions to steamboats, torpedo-boats and 
locomotives, states that Mr. Urqu- 
hardt, a Russian engineer, has succeed- 
ed in constructing furnaces which are 
peculiarly well adapted for the com- 
bustion of petroleum, and by moans of 
which he has been enabled to greatly 
increase the power of locomotives. The 
following description of tho improve- 
ment is given": The furnace is internal- 
ly provided with brick domes. Tuese 
are designed to protect the metal, and, 
at the same time, through a combina- 
tion of flues, to secure an intimate ad- 
mixture of the petroleum with the 
sucked-in air. The petroleum is forced 
by a current of steam into an injector, 
mid from thence to the bottom of the 
furnace. Here it becomes lighted in 
contact with tho current of sucked-in 
air that enters through a trap in front 
of the ash-box. This air has already 
been heated by coming into contact 
with the two masonry arches of the fur- 
nace. A portion of the flame is direct- 
ed by flues to the bottom of the tube 
plate, which it strikes directly. The 
petroleum contained in the front com- 
partment of the tender is healed by a 
current of steam from the boiler that 
enters through a pipe, anil after travers- 
ing a worm enters the side of a feed 
pipe. 

making its exit from the latter 
the petroleum enters the injector and 
llo.vs around a central nozzle, which is 
traversed by steam that is coming from 
the boiler through a pipe. The mixed 
current that forms is disengaged. In 
former arrangements the injector -was 
adapted to the top of the furnace frame 
and had to cover both that and the 
side of the firebox, thus making it more 
costly. It is very easy to regulate the 
combustion from the engineman's cab, 
by acting upon the injector through a 
rod that terminates in an endless screw 
which gears with the pinion of the 
nozzle and permits of opening the lat- 
ter to any degree desired. In this way 
the combustion is regulated with as ab- 
solute certainty as could be- cone with 
gas, and all waste of fuel is avoided. 

Before entering the reservoir of the 
lender the petroleum passes through a 
filter that retains foreign matters, and 
is again filtered upon making its exit. 
The arrangemeinent of the nozzle is 
such, however, as to give passage to 
any solid niattor that the current 
might carry along. At the bottom of 



the tendor there is a special reservoir, 
in which accumulates the water that 
crude petroleum always carries along 
with it, so that the oil reaches the in- 
terior in a -very pure state. 

Tho firing up of this apparatus is ef- 
fected by means of a current of steam 
from a neighboring boiler. Tho steam 
is directed into a vertical pipe back of 
the lirebox, and reaching the injector 
causes the petroleum to flow in. 

Another portion of tho same current 
is directed by a three-way cock at tho 
orifice of tho pipo into the blower con- 
duit, and finally enters the smoke- 
stack and increases the draught. The 
pressure quickly rises in the boiler, 
and reaches three atmospheres in forty- 
five minutes, and even eight in twenty 
minutes with water that is already 
warm.— S. F. Call.

The following ib the programme of tho 
governor-general'3 visit to this district. 
He is to reach Lethbridge on Thursday, 
24th, when \e will be present at the open- 
ing of the railway. On the 25th ho will 
start for the Cochrano ranch via Kipp and 
the Blood reservo, stopping en routo to 
boo I. G. Baker & Co.'s cattle and to have 
a talk with the blood Indians. The night 
of tho 2Dth will be apent at the Cochrano 
ranch. On the 26th the party will como 
to Mackod via Stand Oil'. At Macleod 
tho governor-general will bo presented 
with an address by tho citizens, and will 
spend tho night there. On the 27th start 
for the Blackfoot Crossiug, camping ono 
night on tho road, arriving there on the 
28th. Tho Blackfoet will bo viaited, and 
ho will start by train for Calgary tho 
same night. Leave Calgary for British 
Columbia on the 30th. His oxcellency 
will have an escort of polico from Regina 
to Lothbridge, whore ho will be met by a 
large oacort from Macleod, the Regina 
eaoort roturniug via Dunmoro and going 
to Calgary, whore thoy will meot tho gov- 
ernor-general and continue with him to 
British Columbia. — Gulyary Herald. 

The New Bank of British Co- 
lumbia. 

The above building, which has been 
built under the auperintendency of Mr. 
Wickeraham from Portland, is now noarly 
completed. Tho citizens of Victoria 
should be proud of it, aa it and tho thea- 
tre are without doubt tho finest 
structures in the city. Messrs. Smith and 
Clark, tho contractors for tho whole of 
tho work, havo spared no pains to carry 
out and mako tho very best of the plans 
executed by Mr. H. Williams of Port- 
land. The whole structure covers an area 
of some 5230 square foot; it has a front- 
ago on Government street of 40 feet and 
extends 00 feet on Fort streot. On the 
ground floor an addition has beon made 
off tho main building for lavatories, wator 
closets, otc. Tho structure, which is of 
brick, coverod with cement and moulded, 
is three stories high, being 05 feet from 
tho ground to its highest part. All tho 
brickwork haa been done on a sub-contract 
by Mr. W. 8. Wraight. Mr. S. L Kelly, 
also on a sub contract, has executed all 
the galvanized iron cornices "uid tablets 
which stand out in relief from the sides 
of the building. The uaatimn pillars, 
lintels and window ai 11a wow made at the 
Albion iron works. A handsome castiron 
cresting will surround the entire top of 
the building. Tho bank is ontered from 
three different doors — two on Government 
stroot, ono of which opens on the stair- 
case loading to tho offices above, and ono 
on Fort street. These doors will be elab- 
orately Cnishod in Spanish cedar wood, 
veneered with mahogouy. Tho staircase 
will have balustrades of tho same mate- 
rial. The main banking room, situated 
on tho ground floor, is 72 feet long by 44 
wide; the floor is laid with Winton'a 
encou»tic tiles; a counter runs tho entire 
length of tho apartment, whilo two vaults 
for specio and books aro built off the wall 
behind it; tho book-vault boing placed 
above the other, is reached by an iron 
ladder. The manager, assistant manager 
ana janitor's rooms, as well as a comfort- 
able waiting room, open off tho main 
apartment. This latter will bo finished in 
Spanish cedar and California redwood, 
highly carved and polished. On the first 
and second floors are 18 offices and aa 
many small rooms, intonded for the con- 
venience of thoao who occupy them. The 
whole edifice will bo heated from tho 
basement, the apparatus for which in now 
on tho way from Montreal.

Steamship Mexico, Capt. Huntington, 
witti 391 tons freight and 35 passengers 
for Victoria, arrived Sunday morning, 
and sailed same afternoon for Pug-Jt 
Sound ports. 

Rothschild & Co.'s circular (P.irt Town 
send) Btatos that during September 
twenty-two ships came during the month 
for cargoes to take foreign, arriving from 
Panama, Callao, Hilo, Honolulu, Kawoi, 
Port Moody, Sydney, Valparaiso, San 
Pedro and San F.ancisco. Of these 
eight were destined to Melbourno, three 
to Valparaiso, two to Cork, throe to Syd- 
ney, Lhroo to Honolulu, ono to Alameda, 
ono to Kahului and ono to await orders. 
Nineteen Bhips took cargoes of lumber 
foreign during tho month. Their cargoes 
aggregated in value §154,303, and in lum- 
ber 14,000,000 feot. Of thoBe outward 
bound cargoes three went from Port 
Gamble, five from Tacoma, two from Port 
Discovory, one from Seabeck, six from 
Port Blakely, one from Port Ludlow and 
one from Utaalady. Six of the ships were 
bound for Sydney, one for Hongkong, 
six for Melbourne, one for Callao, one for 
Honolulu, two for Valparaiso, ono for 
Buenos Ayres and one for Iquique. Tho 
foreign trade for September was greater 
than that of any previous month, and 
the October trade givea promise of being 
no less, but rather larger.

acks and the County 
Court. 



To the Editor:— Something must soon 
bo done to provide the city with suit- 
able polico barracks, and, as tho citizens 
havo at present refused the money tho 
authorities must look in some other direc- 
tion for the necessary accommodation. It 
haB been suggested that additional room 
being needed for a county court, an ar- 
rangement might bo effected by which 
the province could utilize tho old jail site 
by erecting thereon a building largo 
enough for a county court room, two 
judges' chambers, abarriater's room, jury 
roam, otc, as also a place suitable for tho 
law library. With the court entrance on 
Langloy street, a basement entered from 
Bastion squaro would afford all tho accom- 
modation necessary for the polico, would 
coat only a little more excavation and 
foundation wall, and could be rented by 
the province to the city. This would givo 
moro room to them over at the present 
court. There are now very few conveni- 
ences for jurioB, but by taking the vacated 
county court registrar's room, this would 
bo remedied, and tho library room would 
always bo of uso. A special county court 
judge must under any circumstances soon 
bo appointed, as the country cannot afford 
to waste the chief justice's time in county 
court work, and then room must bo found 
for him. The library would bo much 
moro convenient if nearer, and the county 
court, which iB really the pooplo's court, 
would bo much more available and save a 
great doal more time than if over nt James 
Bay. 

By thiB combination less money would 
be required than by tho erection of two 
buildings, all asked for is absolutely noces- 
aory, and by tho added conveuiyr.ee not 
only time but money would bo saved

The Convict Jordan. 

To the Editor:— 1 road in tho Timos 
Saturday that a petition fur the pardon 
of a convict named Jordan, now undergo- 
ing penal servitude for killing a man on 
the mainland, would bo presented to tho 
Marquia of Lansdowne on hia arrival 
here. I believe with Shakespeare that
